This paper is filed in response to the official action dated April 18, 2003 with an 
extension of time of one month. A request for extension and a check for the extension 
fee are enclosed. 

In the official action the Examiner sets forth a non-unity objection and requires a 
restriction to one group under 35 U.S.C. 121 in item 1 on page 2 of the office action. The 
Examiner asserts that claim 1-7, 9 and 10 drawn to a polymerization catalyst component 
(Group I) lacks unity with claim 8 drawn to a polymerization catalyst composition 
(Group II) and claims 11 and 12 drawn to a polymerization process (Group III). 

The Applicant hereby provisionally elects claims 1-7, 9 and 10 directed to a 
polymerization catalyst component (Group I) for prosecution in this application. It is 
noted that US patent law does not require the Examiner to enter non-unity objections 
and therefore the Examiner is requested to reconsider the non-unity objection in view 
of the fact that the claims, while distinctive, are sufficiently related that they would not 
be an undue burden upon the Examiner to examine all three sets of claims in a single 
application.
